At least 20,000 structures 
were damaged. 

Streams of injured continue te 
enter the emergency hospital cen- 
ters, while army carrier pigeons 
bring reports hourly of further 
devastation in remote sections. 

Long rows of injured persons lye 
ing on mats along the roadside cry- 
ing in pain for medical attention 
were seen by a Rengo reporter whe 
entered the center of the earthe- 
quake zone. 

Medical aid was woefully insuffi- 
cient, he reported. He said the 
quake’'s effect on the earth's crust 
was especially drastic, making fis- 
sures from three to four feet wide 
and hlocking the roads. These fis- 
sures the superstitious natives call 
“the devil's laughing mouth.”

DAMAGE SUIT FOR PLANE 
CRASH NEAR ST. LOUIS FAILS 


Arkansas Supreme Court Rejects It 
Because It Specifies No Act 
of Negligence. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April 22.-~- 
The State Supreme Court held to- 
day a suit for damages for an air- 
plane fatality did not state a proper 
cause of action in that no negli- 
gence was alleged. 

The suit was the outgrowth of 
the crash of a plane near St. Louis 
last year, in which W. N. Gregory 
Sr., Augusta, Ark., planter, his son, 
W. N. Gregory Jr., Glen R. Hern- 
don and G. W. Martin were killed. 

Herndon’s widow filed suit 
against Gregory's estate, alleging 
the younger Gregory was an un- 
skilled pilot.

Green summoned representatives 


of all union groups, city, state and 


~nationals, to meet in Washington 


next - Sunday to ask Congress 
to pass the Wagner bill and other 
measures labor has approved, par 
ticularly the controversial 30-hour 
week proposal. The measure spona- 
scred by Senator Wagner (Dem.) of 
New York, would outlaw certain 
company union practices, enact into 
law the principles of majority rep- 
resentation in collective bargain- 
ing groups, and make permanent 
the National Labor Relations Board. 
“The widespread interest which 
has béen aroused by the Wagner- 
Connery labor dispute bill shows 
clearly that this measure is regard- 
ed as of major importance to la- 
bor and to working men and women 
and their friends everywhere,’ 
Green said in issuing the call for 
the conference. “The opposition tc 
this measure throughout the na- 
tion is active. Manufacturers’ as- 
sociations, ilarge employers of la 
bor, corpcrations, and financial in- 
terests are carrving on a campaign 
of opposition which is most un- 
usual and extraordinary. 
Wants Labor Efforts United. 
“Labor must meet this opposition 
by concentrating its efforts hv 
speaking collectively here in the 
capital city, by mobilizing--the full 
and complete support of labor and 
all of its friends in behalf of the 
Wagner-Connery labor disputes bill 
and other measures pending in 
Congress which have been given 
the endorsement of the A. F. L.” 
Representative Connery (Dem.) 
of Massachusetts, chairman of the 
House Committee on Labor, is co- 
author with Wagener of the labor 
disputes bill and also co-author. 
with Senator Black (Dem.) of Ala- 
bama, f the 30-hour week bill. 
Recently the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers urged Con- 
gress to hold up the Wagner bill. 
the 30-hour week proposal and the 
extension of NIRA until the Su 
preme Court had*passed upon the 
extent of Federal control over com- 
merce. The manufacturers accused 
the A.-F. of Ll. of deliberately 
spreading talk of impending 
strikes to force passage of the bill 
and charged that it represented

16,000,000 to Be Represented. 

In his statement, Green. savs 
that the representatives of la- 
hor who will gather in Washing- 
ton next Monday will speak for 
“more than 6.000.000 workers 4di- 
rectly and approximately 10,000,000 
more indirectly.’ Green referred 
to the “almost universal’ desire of 
labor for the enactment of the 
Wagener bill. 

The Black-Connery measure, to 
compel all industry to adopt the 30- 
hour .week, has aroused even more 
controversy than the Wagner Dill. 
Large manufacturers and indus- 
trialists have assailed it. The Brook- 
ings Institution here issued a 
pamphlet denouncing it on the 
claim that it would serve to create 
more unemployment rather’ than 
less 


In calling the conference, Green 


recognizes that Labor must bring | 


great pressure to bear if labor leg- 
islation is to be passed at the pres- 
sent session. Already there is a 
strong movement in Congress to 
put aside controversial and reform 
issues in order to bring about a 
fairly early adjournment.

TALMADGE’S ANTI-ROOSEVELT 
SLOGAN ‘AMERICANS WAKE UP? 


Plans Campaign to “Put Boon-Dog- 
glers in Washington Out 
of Business.” 

ATLANTA, Ga., April 22.—Gov. 
Eugene Talmadge of Georgia today 
adopted the slogan, “Americans 
Wake Up,” for his campaign against 
the Roosevelt administration. He 
said it was the. purpose of his fight 
to “put the boon-dogglers in Wash- 
ington out of business.” 

The Governor predicted the 1936 
election .would revolve around a 
revival of “Jeffersonian doctrines” 
in the Democratic South. He added 
the belief that Georgia would be in 
the center of this political revolu- 
tion. 

Surveying letters and telegrams 
received following his charge that 
President Roosevelt was a “radi- 
cal” and his prediction of a third 
party, Gov. Talmadge said: “I'm a 
good Democrat of Jeffersonian doc- 
trines. That crowd in Washington 
are no Democrats, they’re not even 
Republicans.

De- 
clared the 47-year-old man who, just 
a few years ago was not too proud 
to dig ditches in Los Angeles in or- 
der to provide for his wife and chil- 
dren: 

“I’ve won my last contest. But 
there’s one thing I want to do for 
my kids—Phillip, who is 8, Billie, 6, 
and Richard, 2. I want them to 
know what their father once was.” 

So “those kids of mine will know 
about their father,” Thorpe today 
called upon P. N. Engblom, Vice- 
Consul of Sweden at Los Angeles, 
and began his fight to win back 
those precious Olympic trophies 
which were taken from him in 1913 
on the A, A. U. charge that the In- 
dian had been a professional be- 
fore the Olympic games. 

$20 Caused His Troubles. 

Years before the red man went 
into the Olympic games he had in 
his bare’ feet played a baseball 
game for which he was given $20 
to cover his expenses, according to 
the story of long ago. 

Because the Indian didn’t know 
the technical ways of the white man 
his trophies were taken away from 
him and all of his world records 
wiped from official books. 

The trophies were returned to 
Sweden and offered to Weislander, 
who had won second place to 
Thorpe. 

Weislander declined the awards. 
Saving: 

“Jim Thorpe won them—not I.” 

Although Sweden at one time at- 
tempted to return the trophies to 
Jim, the New York A. A. U. offj- 
cials would not accept the awards 
for the American, according to the 
Indian. 

Through all these years the tro- 
phies have remained unclaimed in 
the place of the King. Thorpe con- 
tinued: 


“When the games were held in 


'Thorpe, as a great athlete, a splen- 
did champion and gentleman. I plan 
to go to Stockholm this summer 
and at that time I will personally

In an address here last week, Francis Biddle, 
chairman of the National Labor Relations Board, de- 
fended the provision of the pending Wagner labor 
disputes bill which would make the representatives 
of the majority group in an industrial plant the ex- 
clusive representatives of all the employes of that 
plant in collective bargaining with the employer. 
This provision is the very heart of the Wagner Dill. 

Mr. Biddle was asked by one of his audience: 
“Where does the minority come in?” and his answer, 
in effect, was that the minority, under the proposed 
law, does not come in at all. That is the case. ~ Mr. 
Biddle attempted to justify this elimination of the 
minority, this disfranchisement, by drawing an anal- 
ogy between the majority rule proposed by the Wag- 
| ner bill and the majority rule in politics. That 
‘analogy is highly misleading. The members of a 
| political party defeated at the polls do not thereby 
' lose any personal rights. Indeed, the protection of 
| minorities, political, racial, religious, is of the very 
-essence of the American political system. The Bill 
of Rights is designed for their protection.

Agenda for Recovery 


N PRESENTING the British budget the 
| rk day, Neville Chamberlain said: 
Broadly speaking, we may say that 

we have recovered in this country 80 

per cent of our prosperity. 

Broadly speaking, the same thing may be 
said of the United States. We have re- 
covered not 80 per cent of the boom pros- 
perity of 1929, certainly not 80 per cent of 
the real estate and stock market inflation 
of 1929, but 8&0 per cent of the kind of 
prosperity which existed under President 
Coolidge round about the year 1926. Indus- 
trial production, as measured by the Fed- 
eral Reserve index, is within 90 per cent 
of normal: as measured by the well-known 
index of Col. Ayres, it is within 80 per cent. 
The unemployed, who number about 10,000,- 
000, are about 20 per cent of the available 
working population, though it should be 
remembered that even in 1929 we are sup- 
posed to have had over 2,000,000 unemployed. 
But even taking the whole 10,000,000, 80 per 
cent of the available population is at work. 

In proportion to their population, British 
unemployment is every bit as large, for the 
British figures, which do not include domes- 
tic servants, Government employes, or those 
with salaries of more than $1250 a year, 
show unemployment at the rate of about 16 
per cent of the registered workers. In the 
United States, about one person in six is 
receiving some kind of relief; in England, 
Scotland and Wales, counting those receiv- 
ing unemployment insurance, the ratio must 
be about the same. 

[If you are defending the administration 
in office, as Mr. Chamberlain was, it sounds 
reassuring to say that 80 per cent of pros- 
perity has been recovered. But the remain- 
ing 20 per cent is really a lot. An eight- 
cylinder engine with one cylinder dead and 
one more cylinder half dead will run. but 
it will not run well and may not run at all 
after a while.

The problem is to recover the remaining 
20 per cent. The question is: What are 
the things we should do and ean do to 
recover it? 

As I see it, this 20 per cent depends upon 
two elements: one is the resumption of 
private investment, the other is the revival 
of foreign trade. If there is a recovery in 
private investment and in foreign trade. the 
unemployed will be largely absorbed, Fed- 
eral expenditures wil] fall off, Federal reve- 
nues will increase and the most critical 
features of the agricultural problem will 
subside. Very few competent persons will 
deny, I think, that the opening of the pri- 
vate capital market and the revival of ex- 
ports and imports are the answers to un- 
employment, relief, the unbalanced budget 
and the chief difficulty in agriculture. 

The heart of the problem of a foreign 
trade revival is the disordered condition of 
the currencies of the world. The sterling 
group, the dollar, the gold franc, the con- 
trolled currency of Germany, the deeply de- 
preciated Japanese yen and the silver money 
of Asia are in such chaotic relations with 
each other that trade is strangled, inter- 
national investment is impossible, specula- 
tion and hoarding are rampant, and world 
prices are depressed. The responsibility

There can be no full recovery for any of 
them or for the rest of the world until 
Washington, London and Paris decide to 
come together and arrange a working stabil- 
ization of the dollar, the pound and the 
franc. If they will do this they will cer- 
tainly improve world trade, they will cause 
world prices to rise, they will end the fears 
of further devaluation and establish the 
basis for confidence in long-term capital 
investment. They will also make unneces- 
sary the maintenance of quotas, exchange 
control: and super tariffs, of subsidies tio 
their export industries and of special pro 
tection against imports. 


Pending the achievement of international 
currency stabilization, a full and confident 
reopening of the private capital market is 
not to be counted on. Nevertheless, a good 
deal can be done. 

The foundations of a revival have been 
laid by the cheap-money policy inaugurated 
under Mr. Hoover and since continued. For 
a long time cheap money seemed ineffective. 
Now at last it is beginning to work precisely 
as the advocates of the policy way back 
in 1931 and 1932 said it would work. The 
rate of interest is falling and the first effect 
is to enable the Government and private 
corporations to refund outstanding debts at 
a lower rate of interest. The process takes 
time. It has hardly reached mortgages. But 
it will reach them. After refunding of old 
debts comes investment at low rates of in- 
terest in new enterprises. We have not 
reached that stage. But according to all 
previous experience, we shall reach jit if 
the Government pursues a course which does 
not stifle enterprise. 

The spirit in which the Government needs 
to act is exemplified by the Securities Ex- 
change Commission, which, under Mr. Ken- 
nedy’s brilliant leadership, has become not 
merely a policeman to guard against the 
repetition of old abuses, but a cautious pro 
moter of a revival of private investment 
Mr. Kennedy has made notable progress. If 
he succeeds in his endeavors, the revival of 
investment will supplant Government deficits 
by private borrowing and the budget will 
come into balance. 

To achieve this result. an intelligent and 
prompt settlement of the remaining legis- 
lative program is necessary. 

What, then, are the essential things that 
remain to be done by Congress” 

1. The NRA, with all its sine and follies. 
has to be extended to a period beyond June 
16. The business relations built up under 
the codes cannot he broken down abruptly 
The undesirable features should be liquidat- 
ed gradually by voluntary action. by ad- 
ministrative decision, and by judicial deter- 
mination. Probably the simplest thing to do 
is amend the existing law by taking out of 
it what is plainly unconstitutional. by 
strengthening the law against monopoly, and 
then to re-enact the law for a period of 
one or, at the most, two years. It is vain 
to suppose that Congress, the administra- 
tion, or American business men can devise 
a permanent system of industrial law before 
June 16. A temporary extension of a de- 
flated and amended NIRA would seem to he 
the most practical solution of the immediate 
problem.
